LONDON, Aug. 3 (AP).—An un- 
confirmed report that all Japanese 
ships sailing for Britain have been 
ordered to make for Lisbon, Portu- 
gal, was relayed here today by Ex- 
change Telegraph, British news 
agency. The agency said its in- 
formation was received from the 
Berlin radio. 


LONDON, Aug. 3 (AP).—Britain 
followed up the arrests of many of 
its prominent subjects in Japan 
with an empire-wide roundup of 
Japanese today, including the two 
London representatives of the Mit- 


subishi and Mitsui banking inter- 
ests, but authoritative sources here 
insisted the British action was not 
retaliatory. 

The arrests here last night of Sa- 
toru Makihara and Shunsukei Ta- 
nabe, London managers of Mitsu- 
bishi and Mitsui, respectively, and 
the arrests of Japanese subjects in 
other parts of the British Empire 
were coupled with unconfirmed ru- 
mors of the uncovering of a wide- 
spread spy ring branching from 
London throughout the Empire, 
notably to Canada, Australia and 
Burma. 

Reports of the alleged spy ring, 
published here without specific ref- 
erence to the arrests, said the 
members of the ring had been al- 
lowed to operate in peace “until 
they were involved hopelessly.” 


Japanese Embassy Protests. 


The parallel between these ac- 
counts and the Japanese action in 
arresting Britons in Japan on 
charges of operating a spy ring 
was considered significant. 

The Japanese Embassy regis- 
tered a “strong protest” with the 
British Government at the arrests 
of Makihara and Tanabe, the two 
most prominent Japanese business 
men in London. 

Japanese Ambassador Mamoru 
Shigemitsu was reported to have 
demanded in an interview with For- 
eign Minister Lord Halifax that the 
Government release the men. 
Lord Halifax told the Ambassa- 
dor the arrests were made on the 
same grounds of “internal legal 
considerations” by which the Jap- 
anese justified recent widespread 
arrests of Britons in Japan, it was 
reported. 

Shigemitsu. was understood to 

have pointed out that there would 
be an “unfortunate effect” on Brit- 
ish-Japanese relations if the ar- 
rests were made for political rea- 
sons. 
Unofficially, it was reported the 
arrests had been made under war- 
time aliens regulations for reasons 
of “national security,” which give 
the Home Secretary authority to 
deport aliens or order their de- 
tention. 

Authoritative circles denied re- 
ports that the arrests were in re- 
taliation for the arrests of Brit- 
ish subjects in Japan and Ko- 
rea, nine of whom still are in 
custody, and described their timing 
as’“pure coincidence” growing out 
of investigations which have been 
under way for months under Brit- 
ain’s stringent defense of the realm 
regulations.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP).— 
Opponents of compulsory military 
training talked today of forming 
a bipartisan bloc for a Senate floor 
fight against the peacetime con- 
scription advocated by President 
Roosevelt. 

Cheered by a statement of Harry 
H. Woodring, resigned Secretary of 
War, Senators fighting the Burke- 
Wadsworth bill considered trying to 


attach a voluntary training system 
to the measure empowering the 
President to call out the National 
Guard and reserve officers. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, told reporters that some or- 
ganization of “both Republicans and 
Democrats will be formed to fight 
conscription with all the vigor we 
possess.” 

Although scoffing at the possi- 
bility that a filibuster was being 
organized, he said: 

“This thing will be thoroughly 
debated, and of course that debate 
will take considerable time.” 


Comment by Vandenberg. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, another critic of the draft 
legislation, urged that some sys- 
tem of voluntary enlistment for a 
year’s army training be tried along 
the lines advocated by Woodring. 

The former Cabinet .member 
wrote Vandenberg advocating “one- 
year voluntary service at $30 per 
month.” At present the minimum 
enlistment in the armed forces is 
for three years, with basic pay of 
$21 a month. 

Wheeler, commenting on Wood- 
ring’s letter, told reporters: 

“Woodring, through his long ex- 
perience as head of the War De- 
partment, should be in better posi- 
tion to know the facts than a lot 
of frightened bankers and Wall 
Street lawyers who are backing 
this draft bill.” 

Already on Record, Says Minton. 

Senator Minton (Dem.), Indiana, 
on the other hand, said that the 
army chief of staff, George C. Mar- 
shall, already had gone Ons record 
as saying that the voluntary sys- 
tem had broken down. 

Chairman Sheppard (Dem.), 
Texas, said that the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee expected to com- 
plete its draft of a greatly revised 
conscription bill Monday and have 
it ready for Senate debate next 
week. The House Military Commit- 
tee ended public hearings on the is- 
sue yesterday, and seven members 
were asked to redraft the bill at 
once. 

The Senate Committee refused, on 
advice of the War Department, to 
fix a limit of 900,000 conscripts dur- 
ing the first year. It also defeat- 
ed an attempt to delay actual draft 
until war.

VICHY, Aug. 3.—Following the 
decision of the Council of Ministers 
yesterday, a note protesting against 
the British extension of the block- 
ade to the unoccupied zone and 
French North African colonies was 
handed today to the British Govern- 
ment. The French note asserted 
that imported goods would benefit 
only the French population whose 
supply problem grows more acute 
every day. 

Germany promised yesterday not 
to requisition imports of gasoline, 
of which France has only about a 
month’s supply, in order to facili- 
tate negotiations. Similare Nazi 
promises may cover other vital nec- 
essaries, but whether Great Britain 
will find the promises sufficient to 
cause it to lighten the blockade is 
doubtful. 

Though diplomatic relations have 
been broken off between France 
and Britain, problems to be dis- 
cussed are still so numerous that 
it is possible a French official ob- 
server will be appointed to London 
in order to resume _ discussions. 
French consular’ representatives 
still in England may act as inter- 
mendarjes of commercial questions. 

French diplomats, who arrived 
here yesterday from London, men- 
tion the perfectly correct attitude 
of the British officials’ before their 
departure and even the friendly 
manner of the population toward 
them.

NEW RESTRICTIONS 
ON SALE OF FOOD 


VICHY, Aug. 3 (AP).—The 
French Government issued new de- 
crees today, restricting the sale of 


foodstuffs to guard against short- 
age of supplies this winter because 
of transportation difficulties and 
absence of imports. 

Restaurants were prohibited from 
serving fish or cheese in the same 
meal with meats, and froni serving 
any meat, fowl or rabbit after 3 
p. m. 

The new restrictions struck a 
hard blow at the three-hgur lunch- 
eon, long a French custom. Earlier 
decrees had prohibited serving of 
rich pastries with meals. 

During August, ration card cou- 
pons will be required to purchase 
specified articles which are par- 
ticularly short and which may be 
bought only in limited amounts, 
such as: 

Five hundred grams (slightly 
over one pound) of sugar; 250 
grams of spaghetti and macaroni, 
100 grams of rice; 125 grams of 
soap, and 200 grams of margarine 
or vegetable oils.

Secretary of State for Industrial 
Production Bellin announced that 
the Government’s gasoline supplies 
total less than 240,000 tons for both 
occupied and unoccupied zones of 
France while normal gasoline con- 
sumption of-the. country was 200,- 
000 tons per month. 

Bellin said he was negotiating 
with “certain nations” for 2,200,000 
tons of gasoline and oil in Medi- 
terranean ports.

Criticises Editorial on Conscription.

CANNOT but differ with you on the 

editorial, “The Necessity for Conscrip- 
tion,” last Monday. It seems to me that 
you are guilty of very faulty reasoning. 

I say this in the face of the fact that 
I have a great respect for your editorial 
policies and intelligence, as shown by 
past performance, and that past has led 
me to believe in the Post-Dispatch as a 
ringing defender of truth and liberty. 

If you are so cynical as to look to com- 
pulsory training for democracy, why 
aren’t you consistently cynical and recog- 
nize that men with means will still buy 
themselves soft places, or “indispensable 
jobs,” in industry? 

You chide Senator Norris for thinking 
that conscription will create a war spirit 
by saying that it is not conscription which 
bred Nazi militarism, but vice versa. 

I think your point could be disputed 
historically, but the real issue is: Shall 
we allow Nazi militarism to breed Ameri- 
can conscription? Shall we give in to the 
Nazis—become Nazified—because of fear, 
and before there is a real threat. If 
we do, we accept defeat before we start. 

Much of your argument is based on the 
fear that the bogyman Hitler will get us 
any minute, accompanied by his fellow 
bogies—Hirohito and Mussolini. 

Has anyone ever thought that Hitler 
is having trouble dealing with England— 
a stone’s throw across the Channel, that 
he is faced with an increasing menace 
from the Russian bear, and that Japan 
is already engaged in a war with a 
people who would only too gladly take 
advantage of trouble elsewhere? 

Where are the people who think with 
>their minds about facts, instead of with 
their emotions about fears?

An Unnecessary Sacrifice. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OMPULSORY service is one of the 
most drastic steps that can be taken 

in national defense. It means that Ameri- 

can men must turn their lives over to the 

Government and give up much of what is 

precious in life. 

Such a sacrifice, though temporary, is 
unnecessary because a true preparedness 

for modern war has no need for 
gigantic armies. 

Rather than adding to our security, 
compulsory service will create an atmos- 
phere of war, a sense of power, a con- 
sciousness of authority on the part of na- 
tional leaders and will so demoralize the 
people that war will come to ee — 


_ REFINING THE CONSCRIPTION BILL. 


The President’s public approval of conscription 
probably will give only slight impetus toward adop- 
tion of the Burke-Wadsworth bill, since it was known 
from the beginning that he was in favor of such a 
plan for defense of the nation. 

As a matter of fact, the Senate’s determination 
to “make haste slowly” in considering this proposal 
is all to the good, so-long as it does not degenerate 
into procrastination. There are some defects in the 
present draft that ought to be removed lest they cause 
trouble later. 

The Milftary Affairs Committee already has lim- 
ited the measure to men in the 21-to-3l-year age 
group. There may be a further change in this 
respect, but certainly a reduction from the original 
64-year limit was in order. What point could there 
be in registering men over 60? They would be called 
to the colors only in the most dire emergency. A 
more reasonable limit means less red tape, less use- 
less work, less expense and a great saving of time. 

Another section of the bill that needs to be strength- 
ened is the one that purports to guarantee the re- 
employment of conscripts after their year of train- 
ing. It would be unfair to demand that a man 
should sacrifice his career and jeopardize his liveli- 
hood so that he may do his duty. But it will not do 
to say merely that “it is the intent of Congress 
that every man... should be re-employed.” 

Nor will it do to give the Labor Board the au- 
thority to find an employer engaged in interstate 
commerce guilty of an unfair labor practice if he 
refuses to re-employ a man unless “circumstances 
have so changed as to make it impossible or unrea- 
sonable,” as the bill now provides. 

The board would be thrown into an interminable 
series of wrangles over the meaning of the word 
“unreasonable.” Meanwhile, the men mustered out 
of the army would have no jobs. 

Further, why should this very doubtful protection 
be extended only to those engaged in interstate com- 
merce? Why force millions of others to shift for 
themselves? ‘ 

The Senate should also give consideration to the 
economic status of those affected by the draft. Ob- 
viously, wealth or the lack of it cannot be a criterion 
for measuring eligibility. It would be grossly unfair 
to defer one man’s service because he is buying an 
automobile on the installment plan, and to conscript 
another because all his debts are paid. 

But the matter is not so simple as that. High in 
our national mores is the notion that it is good cit- 
izenship for a young man to settle down to his work, 
rear a family, build a house and buy an automobile. 
That, in practical, concrete form, is the American 
way—the very thing we are preparing to defend. 

For better or for worse, it involves incurring cer- 
tain reasonable debts. Patriotic young men, liable for 
conscription, are therefore worried. The pending leg- 
islation directs the President to defer their training, 
if he deems it advisable. This is rather vague lan- 
guage, but Congress probably will not make it much 
more specific. Individual cases vary, and it would 
be impossible to describe all of them in a law. In- 
evitably some latitude for judgment must be left to 
the conscription boards. 

Congress should, however, find a way of relieving 
young men of fixed charges on legitimate indebted- 
ness, and of providing for their families. It can’t 
be done with $21 a month. A sort of FHA plan 
suggests itself. Under it, the Government might 
guarantee the resumption of their debt payments on 
return to civil occupations. For security, it 
might hold insurance policies similar to those issued 
to our soldiers during the World War. Also, the 
pay of a conscript might be supplemented by grants 
for each dependent. Perhaps a better plan may be 
worked out. The important thing is to see that citi- 
zens are not unduly penalized for doing their duty. 

One more point: There is complaining in some 
quarters that, while individuals will be called to can- 
tonments, corporations engaged in the manufacture 
of munitions will not be asked to make a comparable 
contribution to the national defense. To meet this 


situation, the President said that he and his party 
leaders in Congress agree that an excess profits tax 
should be enacted at once. That is simple justice.

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KANSAS CITY LIFTS A BAN. 

The Kansas City Board of Education banned “The 
Grapes of Wrath” from the Kansas City Public Li- 
brary a year ago. It was a benighted piece of cen- 
sorship of adult reading and education, made all 
the more ridiculous when John Steinbeck’s great 
portrayal of life among migratory workers was 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize as the best American 


|novel published in 1939. 


The proscribers in Kansas City have now decided 
that perhaps they can risk the book among grown- 
ups. At any rate, by a vote of 4 to 2, they have 
restored 13 copies to the library for “restricted cir- 
culation.” The Kansas City Star and the Kansas 
City Journal welcome the reversal as removing an 
altogether unwarranted embarrassment of their com- 
munity in the eyes of the country. 

The mechanics of the public school. and library 
Systems in Kansas City are that community’s own 
concern, but this national embarrassment should sug- 
gest a separation. Was the School Board applying 
primary schoolroom standards to the Public Library, 
used by adults? So it would seem. 

Any library so managed now obviously suffers a 
severe handicap. For as Archibald MacLeish, Librar- 
ian of Congress, writes eloquently in th2 Atlantic 
monthly, librarians and libraries are themselves en- 
gaged in a kind of warfare these days—a war against 


those who would shut off freedom of thought and in- 
quiry. Libraries cannot, must not, be hobbled with 
jittery fears and blind prejudices and narrow views. 
St. Louis, under the wise leadership of Frederick 
M. Crunden, separated its library from the school 
system in 1893, greatly to the library’s benefit. We 
would not think of merging responsibility «gain, and 
it is surprising that Kansas City has been satisfied 
with so dubious an arrangement all these years. 
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MR. SHEA’S ODD THEORY. 
Protests of the North American Co. against a pri- 
vate investigation of its subsidiaries by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission will attract little sym- 


pathy. 

Consider the fruitful inquiry into the affairs of the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, North American’s 
local subsidiary. Would Union Electric’s complicated 
system of “kickbacks” and its wholesale disburse- 
ents for political purposes ever have been exposed 
if the method had been simply to call the witnesses 
in and let them testify at one big public hearing? 

Far from it. This expose was made possible by 
many months of patient behind-the-scenes investiga- 
tion by trained men. It was the work of experts 
following dim clews which gradually grew into sub- 
stantial evidence. 

In suggesting public investigations by the ‘SEC, 
President Shea of North American is no more logical 
than he would be if he suggested that J. Edgar 
Hoover call off secret or private investigations “by 
the FBI and invite the suspects to confess all on a 
set date at a public gathering—something like a 
clambake or a gander-pulling.

HIRAM JOHNSON 
SAYS ROOSEVELT 
USES “STILETTO 


President Had Said Califor- 
nia Republican Could Not 
Be Considered Liberal 
Democrat. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Hiram Johnson of Califor- 
mia asserted today that President 
Roosevelt had used “the same old 
stiletto” in declaring yesterday that 
Johnson could not be considered a 


liberal or progressive Democrat. 

Johnson, who supported Roose- 
velt in 1932, is a candidate for re- 
nomination on the Republican, 
Democratic and Progressive tick- 
ets. Asked at his press conference 
yesterday for comment on John- 
gon’s candidacy, Roosevelt replied 
that he did not think anyone could 
consider Johnson a liberal or pro- 
gressive Democrat in the year 1940. 

Johnson issued this statement: 

“Mr. Roosevelt's carefully planned 
and affectionate (7?) attack is no 
surprise, but in fairness he should 
have stated that all the candidates 
for United States Senator, and 
there are five of them, under the 
California law, as they have the 
right to do, are running on both 
the Republican and Democratic 
tickets. 

“My real acquaintance with Mr. 
Roosevelt began when I fought for 
him in 1932. Had I followed him 
in his attempted packing of the 
Supreme Court and his veiled and 
un-American deeds leading us down 
the road to war and dictatorship, 
would have been a perfect liberal 
and progressive, 
would be mine! 

“My record of 30 years is open 
for everyone to read. It is my 
treasure. No man, however ex- 
alted his position, shall, with im- 
punity, attack it. 

“The people of the State of Cali- 
fornia would not highly regard me, 
and I would be without self-respect 
were I a mere ‘yes’ man. I never 
have been and I never will be.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
said today that he had written to 
“150 persons opposed to a third 
term for a President” asking them 
to testify on his proposed Consti- 
tutional amendment for.a single 
six-year presidentia] term. 

Burke, who recently announced 
his support of Wendell L. Willkie, 


the Republican presidential nomi- 
nee, said that public hearings would 
start soon before a Senate Judi- 
ciary Subcommittee. 

“My proposal could not apply to 
President Roosevelt at this time,” 
Burke told reporters. “It would 
merely limit a fourth term for 
President Roosevelt to six years 
because it would apply only to 
Presidents elected after this elec- 
tion.” 

He said he had received about 
3000 letters from persons opposed 
to a» third term or in favor of a 
single six-year term and had sorted 
these to “get a good cross section 
from all walks of life.” 

“I’ve written to college professors, 
church leaders, businessmen, law- 
yers, farm and labor leaders,” he 
said. “Many states have a limit 
on terms of Governors, and I’ve 
written to former chief executives 
of these states to find out why 
the plan was adopted and how it 
has worked.” 

The single six-year term proposal, 
if approved by Congress, would not 
be effective until ratified by 36 
states.

Quiet Week-end Expected at 
Electric Concern, With Few 
Workers on Duty. 


Pickets and police looked for a 
quiet week end in the CIO electri- 
cal workers’ strike at Century Elec- 
tric Co., as few non-strikers were 
on duty today. Supervisory and 
maintenance employes’ reporting 
this morning were booed and 
jeered, as were all  non-striking 
workers yesterday, when the only 
arrests were of:three strikers, late 
in the afternoon. 

The latter incident occurred at 
a lot at Sixteenth and Chestnut 
streets, more than three blocks 
from the factory. Christian Fred- 
erick, 60-year-old news vender, 7105 
Plateau avenue, Richmond Heights, 
told police that the three men, ap- 


proaching him on the lot, inquired 
whether he worked for Century 
Electric. He replied that he did 
not, but, he said, one of them 


jerked his arm. He called to near- 
by policemen, who arrested the men 
as they started to run away. 

Identifying themselves as strik- 
ers, they said they were Harold 
Higdon, 5815 Page boulevard; Al- 
bert Vernon, 2421A Prairie avenue, 
and Jack O. Randolph, 2028 Hick- 
ory street. Released on bond, they 
face Police Court trial on peace 
disturbance charges. 

Officers who arrested them were 
part of the large strike detail which 
was on duty during the week. In 
addition to numerous’ patrolmen 
and plainclothes men close to the 
plant, pairs were scattered about 
at strategic points within a radius 
of several blocks, to protect arriv- 
ing and departing workers. 

This morning only about three 
dozen pickets and 15 policemen 
were on duty at the establishment. 
Two-thirds of the pickets were in 
a slowly moving line in front of 
the factory entrance, 1817 Pine 
street, and the rest in a simiiar 
line at the office, 1806 Pine..A few 
women were among them. Otto 
Maschoff, president of the local 
union, who was one of the pickets, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the group was small, since the 


factory usually did not operate pet 
Saturday and the usual force 
non-striking workers did not — 
pear today. 

However, he added, the orders 
were to continue the picketing un- 
til noon, and to keep a handful of 
pickets on the street this afternoon 
and tomorrow, as a means of main- 
taining public attention for the 
strike. The lines will be renewed 
strongly Monday, he declared. 

Knots of several strikers handed 
out strike leaflets at the southwest 
and northwest corners of Eigh- 
teenth and Pine streets.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP),— 
Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, cautioned his Congressidnal 
colleagues last night to stop and 
think before using Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s views as an argument against 
a third term for Presidents. 

In a radio speech, Patman said 
that “Jefferson not only did not 
believe a President should have a 
third term, but he didn’t believe 
in third terms for Congressmen 
and Senators, either. 

“In fact, at one time he did not 
believe they should even stand for 
re-election—something that some 
congressional opponents of Mr. 
Roosevelt, now serving their fifth 
or tenth terms, might ponder be- 
fore they use Mr. Jefferson’s name 
again.” 

Patman asserted the current cam- 
paign was without precedent. 

“The Democratic party enters the 
campaign with the knowledge that, 
like any other administration in 
power, it must be judged on its 
record—and proudly it offers that 
record and the laws that have been 
placed on the statute books in the 
last eight significant years,” Pat- 
man said. 

“But, unlike any opposition party 
that has ever gone before the 
American people, the Republican 
party accepts the Democratic rec- 
ord in principle—not daring to call 
for the repeal of a single basic law 
passed during the last eight years 
—and is forced to appeal to the 
voters of the country solely on the 
ground that it is better qualified 
to administer the New Deal that
